fre statute on the subject, after fixing the 
rate of interest at 5 per cent, but allowing ag 
bigh as 7 per cent where specifically con- 
tracted for. says:: No person or corpora- 
tion shall directly or indirectly accept or re- 
ceive in-money; goods, discounts, or thing 
in action, or in auy other way, any greater 
sum Orgsreater value for the loan, forbear- 
ance, or discount of any money, goods, or 
thing in action than as above prescribed.” 


Court Relies on Penalty Clause. 

Attorney Wise insfsted that this fiat pro- 
hibition was conclusive proof that the busi- 
ness of loaning money at usurious rates is 
contrary to the public policy of the state. 

The judge relied on the penalty clause Which 
follows the prohibition in the statutes. The 
only penalty is that all interest shall de for- 
feited in transactions in which it is sought 
to contract for the payment of more than 7 
per cent per annum. 

“This simply means that if one chooses to 
risk the collection of any interest by con- 
tracting to receive usury, and feels that he 
can work upon the pride or ignorance of 
borrowers to get his profit, the law wiil not 
interfere. If he can so conduct his business 
‘as to loan to few people who will play the 
baby act, he may do so. Usury is simply a 
defense which the borrower may interpose 
to the collection of certain money. The fact 
that a contract calls for usury does not even 
void the obligation to pay the principal of 
the debt. The usurer has a stangtrig in a 
court of law up to a certain point.“ 


Loan Shark Business Admitted. 


he and ‘Wohlenbérg had entered into 2 
contract for the conduct of a chattel loan 
business, he to put up the money and Wohlen- 
berm. to manage the business.

Plans for Trip Perfect. 


As an example of the perfection of Capt.

On each side he erected for 
some distance a line of snow cairns beamug 
numbered flags, so that if the party were 
off the proper track they would know on 
striking one of the cairns which way to go to 
find the depot.

Starting from 
the pare camp at Framheim, the line runs 
Straight southward’ over the vast ice plain 
lying behind the Great Ice Barrier until it: 
reaches the spot where the ascent was be- 
gun to the high land towarg the pole. 

There the red line suddenly bends east- 
ward, indicating the place where the Hisberg 
glacier offered a good route over the moun- 
tain barrier. Then the line runs due south 
again till a little dot shows the goal of the 
long voyage. 

A dinner was given in honor of Amundsen 
tonight by the Norwegian consul here. Ad- 
miral King and all the representatives of the 
government and the Royal society, and the 
consuls for France, the United States, the 
Netherlands, Sweden, and Germany were 
present.

New York, March 11.—A world wide strike 
of coal miners is regarded by the coal trade 
as more than a likelihood if the present 


negotiations now in progress between the 


anthracite and bituminous workers and their 
employers in this country do not result in a 
settlement of working conditions. 

The draft of a detailed reply refusthg the 
demands of the anthracite mine workers 
was prepared at a meeting this afternoon 
of the coal operators’ committee of ten. This 
reply will be submitted Wednesday at a con- 
ference between this committee and a com- 
mittee of the mine workers, The commit- 
tée will hold an informal meeting Wednes- 
day morning before going into conference 
with the mine workers’ committee in the 
afternoon. 


Textile Mills to Raise Wages. 

Boston, Mass.. March 11,—It was estimated 
tonight that 150,000 cotton and woolen mill 
operatives in northern New England will 
share in an advance in wages of at least 5 
per cent before April 1. Advices received. 
here indicate that manufacturers in Fall 
River and elsewhere in southern New Eng- 
land are considering the advisability of meet- 
ing the Increase decided upon by mills hay- 
ing their head offices in Boston. 

Should higher wages be given to the 30,000 
operatives in Fall River and a like number 
in New Bedford, manufacturers at other 
southern New England points feel that it 
would be policy for them to take similar ac- 
tion.

Employes of British Collieries Accept 
Premier’s Invitation. 


BERLIN, March 11.—The coal strike went 
into effect in the Westphalian coal mines 
today when about 50 per cent of the 360,000 
miners employed there obeyed the call of 
their leaders to cease work. 

The conflict is as much a struggle between 
the -leaders of the rival socialist and non- 
socialist unions as between the mine owners 


socialist Christian union are so far holding 
their followers well in hand. The success of 
the strike will depend upon how far the 
feeling of solidarity with their striking com, 
rades of the socialist miners’ unions is car- 
ried, 


Miners Consent to Conference. 

LONDON. March 11.—The National Min- 
ers’ federation unanimously decided tonight 
to accept the prime minister's igvitation to 
meet the coal owners and rep tatives of 
the government at a round table conference. 
at which Premier Asquith will preside. The 
acgeptance was coupled with the reserva- 
tior that the principle of a minimum wage 
will be excluded from discussion. 

It is understood this means granting of a 
minimum wage will be assumed to have 
been conceded, but it does not imply that the 
schedule of minimum wage rates drawn up 
by the miners’ federation will not be dis- 
cussed. 

The coal owners have not yet accepted the 
premier’s invitation, but will meet early to- 
morrow to decide. Even if the Weish and 
Scotch owners stand aloof it is taken for 
granted that English owners will accept. 

It has practically been determined that 
the coal strike must be ended by agreement. 
or immediate legislation will be invoked to 
bring about compulsory peace. 

Including the miners, there are probably 
nearly 2,000,000 persons already idle, and 
should the strike be prolonged throughout 
next week perhaps half of Great Britain's 
workers will be unemployed. 


Withdrawal of Two Liners, 

SOUTHAMPTON, March 11.—The Ameri- 
can liner St. Paul, which was due to sail for 
New York on March 28, and the White Star 
liner Oceanic, due to sail for the same des- 
tination on March 27, have been withdrawn 
from | service in consequence ot the British 
coal strike. The White Star liner Olympic, 
however, has coaled and will sail for New 
York on March 14. 


Strike to Show Solidarity. 

PARIS, March 11.—About two-thirds of 
the coal miners of France have responded to 
the appeal of the General Miners’ federation 
to strike for twenty-four hours. This action 
of the miners is not directed against the 
mine owners, but is designed to show to the 
government the solidarity of the miners 
and as a warning to parliament that the 
miners are not satisfied with the working- 
men's old age pensions law. 


DELINQUENT RENTERS GET AID 
FROM THE LELEWER FUND. 


Memorial to Late Hat Merchant Gives 
$25 for First Beneficiaries Who Can’t 
Pay Landlord. 


As a memorial to the late David Lelewer, 
friends and relatives have established the 
David Lelewer fund, now amounting to $550. 
This wil be used in Municipal Judge Sab- 
ath’s court to give immediate aid to poor 
people about to be ejected from their homes 
because they cannot pay their rent. The 
money is loaned entirely on honor. From the . 
fund $25 was given out yesterday. 

Judge Sabath has, on the average, sixty: 
five cases a day in which landlords are suing! 
for possession. Ten per cent of these cases, 
he says, are those of people in ‘destitute 
circumstances. 

“The purpose of this fund, ” asserted the 
judge, is to give these people immediate 
aid without investigation. We ask them to 
pay this money back so we can use it again, 
but we do not demand that they do so. 

We do not feel the landlords are heartless 
creatures. They have mortgages to keep up 
and taxes to pay.”

Hea4- 
quarters have been established at 1344 East 
Sixty-third street. ‘ 

If the plans of Thomas P. Dudley, the 
promoter, are successful the store will be in 
operation within sixty days. He has in- 
corporated the United States Codperative 
company under the laws of Wisconsin. The 
Woodlawn enterprise is the first of a chain 
of co-dperative groceries he hopes to or- 
ganize in Chicago.

Those who spoke last night in favor of the 
coéperative store were Prof. Thomas W. 
Goodspeed, Prof. J. Paul Goode, and Prof.

The steamer Flora M. Hill. its stern crushed 
by ice floes, sank in Lake Michi early yes- 
terday morning. The crew of twenty-seven 
men and one woman escaped after a perilous 
journey across a broken ice field to the two 
mile crib, outside the Chicago harbor. They 
were brought to Chicago by the tugboat 
Indiana, which responded to the first call 
for assistance. 

It was a merry crew that clambered from 
the deck of the Indiana at the Dearborn 
street landing at 1 p. m. The men and their 
woman companion had gotten warm at the 
crib. But all were anxious to change their 
wet clothes and get a much needed rest. 
Aside from minor bruises and cuts sustained 
in climbing over the rough Kg hummocks 
none was injured. 


List of the Rescued. 

Officers of the boat were: Wallace W. Hill, 
captain; Rowland D. Hill; first mate;,Ed- 
ward Gilbow, ‘second mate; Leon Hill, chief 
engineer; Theodore Vanderhelte, assistant 
engineer. 

Aside from the officers there were also on 
board: Mrs. Mary Sanville, the cook; W. 8.

Distress signals 
were seen early in the morning by the crew 
of the steamer Kansas of the Goodrich line, 
but it was unable to approach because of the

Not until a rescue party from the two mile 
crib reached the ice jammed boat did the 
crew fully realize the danger, although the 
battle with foe had lasted all night. The wa- 
ter at this time began flowing in faster than 
the pumpe could draw it out and Capt. Wal- 
lace W. Hill ordered his crew from the sink- 
ing boat. One by one the crew clambered 
on to the treacherous ice.

Frank Knox Says Federal Job- 
holders in St. Louis Alone 
Oppose Primary. 


A statement issued from the Chicago 
Roosevelt headquarters last night claimed 
North Dakota and Minnesota as certain for 
the nomination of Roosevelt. Frank Knox, 
vice chairman and western manager of the 
national Roosevelt committee, who is just 
back from a trip through the two states, au- 
thorizes the statement. 

Mr. Knox also claims Missouri as over- 
whelmingly for Roosevelt. Referring to the 
attitude of Director General McKinley of 
the Taft campaign, he insiste that the only 
opposition to a direct presidential prefer- 
ence primary in the three St. Louis con- 
gressional districts comes from federal job 
holders who are following the lead of Mr. 
McKinley. 


Here Is Statement. 
The statement of Mr. Knox, reviewing the 
' situation from the Roosevelt standpoint, fol- 
lows: 

“I have just returned from the northwest. 
In North Dakota the sentiment for Taft is 
pegiligible. The only contest there is among 
the progressives, to determine whether the 
delegation chall be for Roosevelt or La Fol- 
lette. Roosevelt is going to sweep the state. 
An important point in his favor is that he 
Kived there for six years, and North Dakota 
regards him for all practical purposes as a 
native son.’ 

“ A whirlwind campaign for Roosevelt is 
being conducted in North Dakota this week. 
John F. Bass of Chicago is in command of 
the forces. Former Secretary of the In- 
terior James R. Garfield will make several 
@peeches in the state, and P. V. Collins of 
Minneapolis, publisher of the Northwestern 
Agriculturist, and Henry J. Allen of the 
Wichita Daily Beacon will also address mass 
meetings in Fargo, Bismarck and else- 
where.

Hot Springs, Ark., March 11.—Andrew Car- 
negie contributed money to help defray ex- 
penses involved in Theodore Roosevelt's 
African expedition, but the contribution was 
made after Mr. Carnegie had talked to Col. 
Wolcott of the Smithsonian institution. Col. 
Roosevelt never asked Mr. Carnegie to con- 
tribute a cent for any purpose. 

My attention to the need of funds was 
called by Col. Wolcott of the Smithsonian in- 
stitution and I contributed. feeling honored 
in doing so, Mr. Carnegie said today. Col. 
Roosevelt never has—either as president or 
as a private citizen—requested me to con- 
tribute one penny for anything; but, in return 
for the donation, he presented the Carnegie 
institute at Pittsburgh with some of the 
trophies of his hunt, for which I am his 
debtor for life. 

It that story (that Carnegie gave Roose- 
velt $20,800 for the African trip) has been 
brought out as an attack on Col. Roosevelt, 
it will only benefit him.“

In an indirect manner, also, the campaign 
promises to be conducted from the chambers 
of both houses of congress. Speeches will 
be made both in the senate and the house in 
behalf of the principles for which President 
Taft or Col. Roosevelt stand. 

A number of speeches will be made in favor 
of presidential preference primaries. Séna- 
tor Bristow of Kansas recently introduced a 
bill for such primaries in the District of Co- 
lumbia, which was unfavorably reported by 
the District of Columbia committee. The fact 
that the bili is on the calendar will give 
an opportunity for the men favoring this 
principle to speak in its behalf. 


Cummins May Offer Bill. 

Senator Cummins of Iowa, himself a presi- 
dential candidate, has long been in favor of 
a law providing nationally for presidential 
preference primaries. He is expected to in- 
troduce a bill in the senate in a few days cov- 
ering this matter, which he is confident win 
be held constitutional by the courts. 

Senator Dixon followed up the publication 
of the letter of Col. Roosevelt in favor of di- 
rect primaries by sending a letter to Con- 
greseman McKinley containing this stat2- 
ment: 

“In view of this unqualified indorsement 

of my challenge of March 4 for a general 
primary test of the sentiment of the Repub- 
lican voters as to their presidential candidate 
in the approaching campaign I shall be glad 
to know whether Mr. Taft, whose personal 
representative you say you are, similarly in- 
dorses you in refusing that test“. 
The Taft bureau has not replied to this com- 
munication, nor indeed to two others which 
were addressed to it by Senator Dixon. There 
is apparently a purpose on the part of Mr. 
McKinley to avoid any further discussion 
of this important matter, 


May Not Answer Roosevelt. 

It is said there is certainly no present in- 
tention to have President Taft make any 
statement in answer to Col. Roosevelt. Con- 
ferences are occurring at the White House 
to determine the policy the president shall 
pursue,

If Missourians are spectators in 
the bleachers, why not appeal to them alone, 
instead of using all the state police and 
election board in Missouri cities to elect 
Roosevelt delegates by fraud and intimida- 
tion? 


Will Give Trust Views. 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., March 11.—As the next 
step in the campaign for the Republican 
presidential nomination, Col. Roosevelt will 
present his views upon the regulation of 
big business. 

He said today that he would take this ac- 
tion soon, although it has not been decided 
whether his statment will appear in the form 
of a letter or a magazine article. 

Col. Roosevelt has made an analysis of the 
present economic position of the country 
with the idea of applying to it his opinions as 
to contrel ot large corporations.

of some of the communities into which they 
went.

Resolution: Introduced in Con- 
gress to Probe Baseball. 


REFERRED TO COMMITTEE. 


Gallagher of Chicago Makes Move an 
Issue for Coming Election. 


Washington, D. C., March 11.— [Special.] 
As there a baseball trust and, if there is 
one, shaH a free and enlightened nation 
permit it to extort from defenseless fans 
exorbitant prices for their chief necessity 
of life? Shall a liberty loving people allow 
this octopus of the diamond to capture, en- 
slave and barter pitchers, catchers, short- 
stops and other players, divide territory, de- 
troy competition, create monopoly, and 
otherwise defy the Sherman anti-trust law? 

This. great fundamental question of na- 
tionel: well being was disclosed today as the 
burning issue that will dominate the elec- 
tion of a representative in congress from the 
Eighth Illinois district of Chicago. ‘ihe first blow 
at the ** octopus °’ struck today when Thomas 
Gallagher, the present representative of that dis- 
trict, introduced in the house a resolution assert- 


ing thet there is a baseball trust and demanding 
its investigation forthwith. 


Referred to Rules Committee. 


The resolution was referred to the rules com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Gallagher will leave for Chicago in a few 
days to inaugurate his campaign for renomina- 
tion in the Democratic primary, and he will sub- 
mit his case against the baseball combine to the 
west side voters who reside in his district. 

Sooner or later the Hon. Johnny Powers, Mr. 
Gallagher’s chief. opponent for the nomination, 
will be called upon to face this issue and state 
whether he favors the dissolution of the baseball 
trust according to the rule of reason laid down 
by the Supreme court. If Mr. Gallagher wins the 
nomination he will put the issue up to his Repub- 
lican’ opponent. 


Investigation Demanded. 


The resolution introduced by the Eighth district 
representative follows:

RESOLUTIONS GIVE REASONS, 


Separation May Mean Disruption of 
Western Conference. 


Urbana, III., March 11.--[Special I—IlHnois 
students tonight started a movement that 
probably will result in the university’s with- 
drawal from the western centerencn, and 
may also break up that body. . 

This is the belief of sober minded men at 
Illinois, who saw tonight that there is much 
probability t the university senate wil] 
acceded to the expected wish of the students. 

Petitions will be circulated tomorrow ask- 


ing the senate to withdraw the university. 
It is predicted that they will be signed almost 
unanimously. President James today extended 
permission for a massmeeting of students Wednes- 
day night to discuss the propositions. ‘Representa- 
tives of the senior societies today appeared before 
the senate and presented the facts ot the moeve- 
ment. The text of the petition is: 

Whereas, we, the student body of University 
of Illinois, feeling. that the intercollegiate con- 
ference athietic association is not a proper or 
adequate agent for regulating intercollegiate ath- 
letic policies among the so-called Big Eight,” 
submit the following as absolute proofs of the 
game, namely: 

1. That the method employed by the conferetice 
to regulate athletic affairs and policies is en- 
ceedingly cumbersome and thoroughly unfitted for 
{ts purpose. 

@. And that the various radical views expressly 
held by the members of the conference. are «ao 
widely contrasted that a permanent policy agree 
able to all is impoagidie. 

3. And that the recent compromise on the sum- 
mer baseball question is far from the current 
solution of the problem, and that the actien tends 
to intensify. hypocrisy, deceit, and perjury, rather 
= to eliminate thé same. 

And the competition with Michigan is degir- 
able to our institution and should not be arbitrarity 
denied us. 

5. And that the action of the conference in con- 
demning the retention of athletic directors who 
are connected with professional baseball teama was 
manifestly an injustice to Director George Huff, 
whose fairness and cleanness in athletics is 4 
matter of common known knowledge of al]: 

Therefore, we respeetfully request that the 
senate of the University of : Illinois: respect our 
views and withdraw the University of Tlinois 
from the Intercollegiate Conference Athletic easo- 
ciation.

New Orleans, La., March 11.—[Special. 1— 
The youngest of Frank Chance’s youngsters 
this spring wears the name of William John 
Orr and has seen only one season of profes- 
sional service. Moreover, he has attracted 
much attention and favorable cémment in 
the little work the players have deen able 
to get here in the last week. 

Orr was born in San Francisco in 1891 and 
is only a little over 20 years old.

Probably politics will intervene to an ve 
these benevolent and pleasant young men 
from the consequences which ought to fol- 
low their offense. But let the law abidiag 
menibers of the community realize that 
until such outbreaks are certain to be pun- 
ished with an iron hand, Chicago will harbor 
a large and dangerous element against 
whose violence no man, woman, or child 
can be safe. 


GET FREE MEN. 

The conclusions reached by the civil serv- 
ice commission in its final report on police 
condition undoubtedly are sound. A bi- 
partisan political combination has weäk 
ened, embarrassed, influenced, or directed 
police administration. Politics operates 
with the police on one side and crooks on the 
other. Politicians have prevented the en- 
forcement of law. 

The discouraging thing is that it is diff. 
cult to adopt any method of administration, 
under present conditions, which cannot be 
used by the men who have demoralized the 
force under the present system. The reor- 
ganization proposed by the commission in 
its report might prove effective. Its aim 
is to define responsibility so clearly that a 
violation of law cannot be permitted with- 
out revealing the man accountable. 

It is plain that the head of the force must 
be relieved from political influence and 
pressure if the force itself is to be relieved. 
A chief who knows he must give respectful 
attention to the demands of men whose in- 
terests are injured by law enforcement can-. 
not preserve discipline or hold his subordi- 
nates to strict accountability. 

If a chief had a long, definite term of 

office, overlapping administrations and 
not subject to the accidents of political 
change, such immunity might be secured. 

With constant inspection to reveal con- 
ditions, a free man at the head of the force, 
and a reorganization which. would define 
responsibility, the force might be made the 
effective instrument it ought to be. 

The civil service commission deserves 
credit for carrying through the most thor- 
ough investigation of police conditions ever 
made in the city. :

THE IMMIGRANT’S CHILD. 

N 1910 the national immigration com- 

mission issued à study entitled 
“Changes in the Bodily Form of De- 
scendants of Immigrants.” It was 
issues as senate document No. 208. 

Are we amalgamating the people who 
come to us? Is this the melting pot? 
We think we are taking people from all 
parts of the world and making them 
Americans. Are we doing this socially, 
politically, mentally, physically? 

The question as to the physical was 
that which. this commission set out to 
solve: It compared children born abroad 
with children born in this country to im- 
migrant parents. It comparéd children 
from mothers who had rerently come 
over, who had been over one year, five 
years, ten years. These different groups 
were compared with each other and with 
children born before the mothers emi- 
gra tec. 

Jews, principally from Poland and Rus- 
sia, and Italians, principally from Sicily and 
Calabria, were studied. Some of the com- 
mission’s conclusions follow: 

The Sicilian type of head is long 
narrow. Sicilian babies, born in N 
York within five years after the mother 
landed, have a shorter, broader head, and 
those born later have a still shorter, broader 
brain box. 

The east Buropean Jew has a round 
head. Babies born to Jewish mothers in 
this country have longer, narrower means 
than those born abroad. 

Comparing the different groups of chil: 
dren—mothers here ten years, five years, 
two years, it was found the change of 
type from children born abroad to the 
two-year type was rapid; from two to 
five to ten, the change was slower. 

It is the first few years in this coun- 
try which contrast most with what the 
mother has been accustomed to and her 
children show it in their makeup. 

The other parts of the body are chang- 
ing even more strikingly. The head 
changes are noted here, because the head 
shape is supposed to be fixed and hard to 
change. 

Thus we see that, while inheritance 
counts, environment gradually makes us 
even-—regardless of race, religion or re- 
gion of origin. 

Another interesting conclusion was that 
while the Jewish child born in this country 
shows an improved physique as compared 
with the Jewish child born abroad, the 
physique of American-born Sicilians and 
Calabrians shows a downward tendency. 
American city life is helping the children 
of Jews from eastern Europe. It is harm- 
ing those of Sicilians * Calabrians.

*‘ Intestinal indigestion '’ is a rathep loose term, 
which most people use as meaning intestinal] fer- 
mentation, and some as meaning what used to be 
termed ‘’ Dillousness."' Some of it occurs in the 
small intestine and some of it in the large. Starch 
digestion starts in the mouth and keeps up under 
one kind of a change or another until the starch is 
used for energy, The work which the stomach does 
in digesting it is not of great importance. 

If there ts excessive fermentation it is an Indica- 
tion to cut in half bread, potatoes, cereals, sugar, 
and other starches, and to increase meat and fats 
enough to compensate. 

Fruit eating is always advised. 80 is deep 
breathing. 

Intestines overdistende?d with gas can give a 
train of nervous symptoms. such as weak heart,’’ 
poor circulation,’’ “‘ cramps,” “ hands going to 
sleep, etc.

Memory, as such, has no center. Memory of an 

act resides in the centers having to do with that 
act. It is like a man walking in the snow. The

Going over things in memory is walking in tracks. 

Intellect Is about synonymous with mind. There- 
fore, it is everywhere in the brain, 

The brain is a telephorie exchange. Its quality 
depends on the wires which come in, and the per- 
fection with which the different boards are 
„ hooked up.“ A good brain is one with lots cf 
wires running in and out, lots ef sewitchboards, lots 
of wires running from switchboard to switchboard, 
and good insulation, so that the wires never cross 
er ground. 

In the brain the system is partly automatic and 
partly worked by operators. Most of the operators 
sit at switchboards over the eyes and up to the 
hair line. But there are others sitting all around, 
some at the back of the head, and others right over 
the ears. 

The quality of the work done by the brain is de- 
termined by how well the exchange is organized; 
how often one gets the wrong number when he 
mings, or the busy signal when the line is not busy, 
or @ crossed line, or phone out of order, or an ele: 
tric shock—these are the things which show a brain 
to de poor. It is not the size or bulk which means 
intellectual capacity. 

Bumps on a head have no more to do with brain 
work than a bay window on a telephone bullding 
has to do with the girl who sits at the board in the

MAX REINHARDT, director of 
Des Deutaches theater, Berlin, ts jistly 
famed ae one of the leaders of German 
dramatic art and one of the world’s 
foremost producers, It is therefore 
only just to assume that the first Chicago 
performance of the “ wordless play,.“ Su- 
murun,“ which took place last evening at the 
Garrick theater, misrepresented him as well 
as the American produters responsible for it 
in its lamentable lack of finish, the inade 
quate performance of the music which Victor 
Holländer has written for it, and the general 
unimpressiveness of the stage craft revealed, 
In extenuation one may plead the trying de- 
lay of nearly two hours, caused, as the man- 
ager of the theater stated, by a strayed 
baggage car. 

Admitting, however, that the performance 
was not ali that the management intended it 
to be, N is stil? dimcult to discover the rea- 
gon for the importation of this reputed 
Berlin success, while the grounds for the 
favor it is said to have enjoyed in the Ger- 
man capital are more difficult still to im- 
agine. Sumurun deals with phases of 
oriental life that center around the harem. 
Its spirit ‘has been a trifie more broadly 
portrayed by those vulgar shows that m- 
fested the summer amusement parks some 
years ago and attracted the notice of the 
police.

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Tilt Between Pastors 
at Religious Session.

T. LOUIS, Mo., March 11. —lepecial.— A 
sensational episode in which the Rev. 
Harris H. Gregg. one of the prominent 
Presbyterian pastors of St. Louis is 
charged with a misunderstanding of 

the aims aud purposes of the religious 
@lucational association, and the Rev. N. 
S. Littlefield, New Yor eastern district 
seeretary of the Congregational Sunday School 
and Publication society, became the uncon- 
scious victim of an attack by Dr. Gregg, 
formed the prelude to the meeting of the ninth 
annual convention of the religious association 
which began some of its departmental sessions 
today and will formally open in the Odeon 
tomorrow. 

For several days of last week the Congrega- 
fen Sunday School and Publication society 
took advantage of the speakers who were sched- 
uled to attend the Religious Education associa- 
tion and held a Sunday school institute. Among 
the speakers announced for last Sunday after- 
roon was the Rev. M. S. Littlefield. The meet- 
ing was widely announced for the Washington 
and Compton Avenueg Presbyterian church. Dr. 
(Gregg, it is said, approved the program and the 
speakers. 

On Saturday evening the president of the St. 
Louis Sunday School union was notified by Dr. 
Gregg that the meeting at his church would be 
canceled. The next morning, last Sunday, Dr. 
Gregg took the matter into the pulpit and de- 
nounced the teachings of the Religious Educa- 
tion association and specifically singled out Dr. 
Littlefield for attack.

“But to achieve all this involves the recog- 
nition of more than religion or affection as 
factors in the creation of the family. The 
ane of eugenics has added other factors. 


“The utilization of the family for its high- 
est ends amidst present day conditions in- 
volves: 

1. The recognition of the duty of the state 
to rte the marriage of the unfit, 

A new emphasis on the duty of society 
and the church to insist on a more deliberate 
entrance of marriage. 

“3. A general teaching of eugenics in home, 
school, and church. 

“4. A preaching of the moral duty of rear- 
ing a family among those who are cultured 
and capable. 

“®. A reiteration of the truth that child 
training is the supreme opportunity of woman. 

“6. A revival of home ‘training in codpera- 
tive effort, responsibility, and character. 

“7. A quickening of the public conscience 
which will result in enabling more people to 
devote their time to their family life and 
more money to education in the home.“

Economical Housekeeping 


The Tasty Raisin. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


UTS and raisins for dessert are not as 

common as they used to be, except among 

our Italian friends. Once in a wRile one 

finds a wise person who is denied the 

inestimable privilege of sitting down to 
a home table and who gives the raisin an 
honorable place in his or her. dietary. It is 
as good as the grape as a food and for the 
same reason, since it is a grape. 

Children like raisins—perhaps best when sur- 
reptitiously secured—and they would get more 
for their money and be much better off if those 
who tzy to catch their pennies would give them 


a few raisins instead of candy of doubtful 


purity and freshness. 

Creole and Norwegian cooks, it would some- 
times seem, put raisins in everything, for they 
do put them in meat dishes, soups, and bread 
as well as desserts. 


— 

RAISIN PIE—Cook books do not give recipes 
for this pie, or at any rate it is a rare one 
that does, and I do not remember having seen 
such a one. In fact, it is a rare thing to find 
the word raisin in the index of any cook book, 
in any connection, and this is a pity. The 
raisin pie, in particular, is considered a sort 
of makeshift, and is often thrown together 
rather carelessly. A cup of cooked raisins, the 
water in which they are cooked thickened with 
flour or cornstarch (flour is best), flavoring of 
lemon juice and sugar to taste make the filling 
for the two crusts of a raisin pie. 

„There is such a difference in raisins that it 
is a little difficult to give directions that will 
cover all cases. Because this is used as an 
easy dessert the seedless raisins—from one- 
third to a half a box—are most often used. 

There is no doubt that sugar brings out 
the flavor of the raisin, as of other fruit, yet 
some people do not use it in either raisin pies 
or tarts. A great deal depends upon the taste 
and upon the sweetness of the raisins used. 
The following formulas show how practices 
differ. 

Formula I.—Soak a half cup of seeded raisins 
in one cup of water two hours. Beat an egg 
light, add a cup of sugar, the grated rind of 
one lemon and one tablespoon of flour. Add 
raisins and cook until all thickens: Bake in 
two crusts. 

Formula II.—One cup of finely chopped raisins, 
one cup of water, one cup of brown sugar, and 
one tablespoon of flour. Boil together until the 
mixture thickens and bake between two crusts. 
Formula I1i—Cook raisins in half their meas- 
ure of water until they are very soft, then add 
a few drops of lemon juice.

By this last formula a ple is made that re- 
sembles a tart. This is the best method to 
use for the little fruit tarts or turnovers that 
may be made from left over ple crust with such 
a filling. Tiere are those, however, who prefer 
to seed their raisins, chop them very fine and 
add a bit of various spices in making a turn- 
over filling. They hold that the boiling of the 
raisin takes away from it a flavor that they 
particularly like. 

Everybody knows the beautiful part the finely 
chopped raisin plays in the icing of the Lady 
Baltimore cake. Such a use ought to suggest 
related uses, 

TAPIOCA CRYSTAL WITH. RAISINS—Thor- 
oughly wash a cup of pearl tapioca and soak it 
over night. Simmer until it is clear, stirring 
often. Add a pinch of salt and a few drops of 
cider vinegar and sweeten to taste. Turn into 
molds and when ready to serve turn out and 
sprinkle the top and sides with chopped raisins 
—-one-half a cup will be enough if finely 
chopped. ‘
